lion ex Attorney-trenerai Clarks 
Was the ext speaker, Ile said this 
Wis his first’ visit to the City of 
Brandon since its birth as a city, bat 
some four or five years ago he hunts 
ed upon the place where the city 


now stands. He paid a high com. 
pimentto the energy and enter- 


prise which had built ‘up the place. 
lle had come here by request of the 
Winnipeg meeting. JHle would say 
something that woald surprise even 
his co-delegates—he was goin, to let 
the cat out of the bag us it were. 
They had come there as delegates, 
‘tree and untrammeled, and as inde- 
pendeut of any party or cl.que as 
any man in Brandon or on the face 
of the earth. He himself had gone 
to the Winnipeg meeting, and he hac 
objected to two resolutious, one of 
which he haa been asked to second, 
because it had gone too far, and it 
was modified. He had no sympathy 
with a small clique in Winnipeg 
which had undertaken to stop the 
question. He saw the time had 
come when politics woald have to be 
laid aside. He was prepared to lay 
aside upon the question and he was 
going todeit. Now was the time 
to act. There wore chains that 
would be united by monopolists on 
their children and their children’s 
children if they did not beware. If 
the land grant of she Syndicate were 
removed the bottom of the Canadian 
Pacitic railway would fall out; it 
was therefore the lands that the 
province most needed in order that 
this road should be built. What the 
province needed to rescue it from 
this chain to which it was bound was 
arailway controlied by the province 
to the tide waters ot Hudson's Bay. 
_What are we to do in order to secure 
this road. He would say to Mr. 
, White that it was not the eastern 
boundary question between the Do- 


there the activity of the Rassian 
fleet which could have any time 
marauded the British Colambia 


coast. The Impevial Government 
had seen the necsssity of the speedy 
construction across the continent of 
the centinental road, hence the ex- 
pedition with which the road had 
been consirucied, He believed that 
the Hudson's Bay road wis also an 
Imperial necessity for like reasons, 
ard ina very eloquent and able 
manner the speaker urged the scheme 
from that as well as from any other 
points, though claiming it should be 
built by thhe province under proper 
local control. The speaker predicted 
that in one or two years the whole 
vt Europe woald be plunged into 
war, and the position of the future of 
the Dominion, the Northwest would 
be strengthened if the Hudson's Bay 
route were established. Twenty- 
seven years ago he had advocated 
the route in the city of London. He 
was then, of eourse, a much older 
man, (iaughter) and he felt sanguine 
that in Jess than three years he could 
jump aboard the cars, and perhaps 
take a Pullman, if he could pay tor 
it, to the Ifudsen’s Bay. He be- 
lieved they could aceomplish the 
echeme by united effort. There was 
no such word as tail. He was with 
Cardinal Richelieu in this. He was 
Against letting party politics inter- 
tere with this question. Ile had 
been 35 yearsa ‘Tory, aud he had 
pever been anything else, bat he 
would have to leawe politics aside. 
His triend Mr, Mulvey would pro- 
bably be surprised at this. Le, the 
speaker, did not believe in clinging 
to party above everything. Such in 
the name of common decency, was 
depreciable; it was the most abject 
slavery. (Applause.) He wished 
to see the buandaries of the prevince 
extended, and the representation in 
ereased to 50 members.
